In france, after the revolution the assignats, issued as 
money to pay government debts, decreased in value until 
they became worthless. After our own revolution the un­ 
secured paper money became so depreciated that the saying

thing of little or no value, as the paper notes were called conti­ 
nentals. 
Since the World War we have seen the German experi­ 
ment of inflation of paper money extended until the money 
became absolutely worthless.
